Design 
of a school information system was, therefore, accorded priority from the very beginning of the District Primary Education Programme (DPEP) in 1994, as a 
result of which the District Information System for Education (DISE) was developed by the National University of Educational Planning and Administration 
(NUEPA), New Delhi. 


Importance of an Educational Management Information System (EMIS) was reiterated when Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan (SSA) was launched in 2001. SSA 
guidelines envisage development of a community-owned and transparent EMIS, and preparatory activities of the programme included substantial strengthening 
of MIS infrastructure in all the States and UTs of the country. 


I am happy to note that NUEPA is brining out Flash Statistics: Elementary Education in India: Progress towards UEE which is based on DISE data for the 
year 2007-08. I am confident that the state-specific indicators presented on different aspects of UEE in the volume will be used in planning for good quality 
elementary education, and that data users, researchers and development planners interested in the Indian education system will find the volume useful. 


Based on the DISE data, an attempt has also been made to develop an Educational Development Index (EDI) which may be helpful in deciding future course 
of investment on elementary education in the country. I am confident that States will compute district-specific EDI as the same will help them in identifying 


districts that need immediate attention of planners and policy makers.

Separate dimensional indices were constructed first before finalizing the EDI; and 
Number of access-less habitations has been obtained from the Seventh All India Education Survey and drop-out rate at Upper Primary level from the Selected 


Educational Statistics. Wherever necessary projected child population provided by the Office of the Registrar General of India has been used. 
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Assumptions used in Computing EDI 


An effort has been made by the National University of Educational Planning and Administration (NUEPA) and the Government of 
India (MHRD, Department of School Education and Literacy) to compute an Educational Development Index (EDI), separately for 
Primary and Upper Primary levels of education and also a composite index for the entire Elementary education which is exclusively 
based on the DISE data for the year 2007-08. 


A set of 23 indicators have been used in computing EDI which are re-grouped into the four sub-groups, namely Access, Infrastructure, 
"Teachers and Outcome indicators. The Indicators used for constructing EDI were pre-determined by a Working Group on EDI 

2 003 constituted by the MHRD during 2005-06 of which like other institutional members, NUEPA was also a member. In the present 
year, improved versions of a few variables were used. Percentage of access-less habitation was one such variable which is latest 
available for the year 2002-03. In view of a large number of schools that have been opened across the country in the recent past, 
the same was corrected with reference to new schools (government) opened since 2002-03. Similarly, in place of schools without 
drinking water facility, schools with drinking water facility has been used as a positive variable. In place of Gross Enrolment Ratio 
of SC/ST population, percentage of SC/ST population (to total population, 2001 Census) minus percentage of SC/ST share of 
enrolment in Primary and Upper Primary classes has been used to assess participation of SC/ST children. 


After data was cleaned, each indicator was normalised by using the following formula:

Upon receiving normalised values, Principal Component Analysis (PCA) was applied to decide the factor loading and weights. 
Unlike previous years, in case of a few variables, policy options were explored to identify the best values instead of based on the 
observed values. Some of these variables are: access-less habitations (best value, zero), average pupil-teacher and students- 
classroom ratio (best value, 40), drop out rate (best value, zero), percentage of schools having PTR and SCR 60 and above (best 
value, zero), percentage single-teacher schools (best value, zero), percentage of teachers without professional qualification (best 
value, zero) etc. Because of this, EDI in 2007-08 may not necessarily be comparable with the same in the previous year.
